LaHl Saturday iiiK''! >» tt>e 
General OflBce Luuoh Room oi the 
Goodyear Tire aud Rubber Com- 
pany, the Alumni of Qallaudet Col 
lege got together to honor their 
President, Dr Peicival Hall, with 
H banquet. Every member of the 
ANfiociatlon residing in Akron was 
preMeul, along with many friends 
and co-workers, to do honor to this 
distinguislied educator who has 
taken up the reNponsibilities left 
hy Dr. Gallaudet and carried on the 
the work of him who so recently 
passed Into the great beyond. 

Dr. Gallaudet leaves a lasting 
impression of love and loyalty to a 
greater number of his former slu 
dents than any (College Professsor 
the earth has ever known, because 
Gallaudet College is the only Col- 
lege in the world devoting its time 
to the education of Deaf people, 
aud Dr. Hall as well as Dr. Gal 
landet, not only knew each student 
personally, but retain a splendid 
memory rf each and every student 
many years after they have gone 
forth Into the world to fight life's 
battles. For the last 15 or 20 years 
Dr. Hall lias been connected with 
Gallaudet College, and has been it's 
president for the last 6 yeats or 
more. 

Besides Dr. Hall, there was an- 
other educator of the deaf who is 
doing splendid work for them, and 
whose task Is perhaps harder than 
that of Dr. Hall. He Is Dr. Pope, 
Superintendent of the New Jersey 
School for the Deaf. Dr. Pope's 
task is to take the deaf child who 
is living la darkness, liaving no 
language, no name, and who for all 
be may know, is living in a world 
of ignorance, and teach them to 
think, read, write and to under 
stand English, while Dr. Hall takes 
the semi- finished prod not from 
auch men as Dr. Pope aud puts on 
the polish that goes to make success 
in this great fighting world of 
ours. 

Visitors, among whose number 
were the following prominent oflSoiHis 
of theQoo<lyear Co., did honor to l>r. 
Hall along with the Silent folk, Mr. 
P. M. Litchfield, Factory Manager, 
Bill Stephens. Harry MIytlie, D. 
Keith, Fred Fuller and Ch«t Yon. 
All of the above have nothing but 
praise to say of the aotlvities of the 
Silent folk with Goodyear, and their 
words did much to make Dr. Hall's 
visit a very pleasant one indeed. 

Mr. Grover Parquhar, I^resldent 
of the local Branch of the Alumni, 
acted MS toastmaster and carried 
his part in a toyal manner, keeping 
everybody on the alert and in- 
troducing the speakers as follows. 
( Mr. Robert Unsworth Interpret- 
ing) 

Mr. I. M. Robinson Gallaudet, 'II, 
gave a very interesting talk on a 
subject, which was well chosen and 
brought forth a good deal of ap 
plauso. His Subject was "Tact," 
and from the way he handled it, 
we consider him to he some tactful 
himself. Mrs. Unsworth, N., '08, 
then spoke on the great neel of 
having a United Branch of Alumni 
AsHouiatioD. Dr. HaP was then 
calletl upon t.o tell everything of in- 
terest that has recently happened 
on Kendall Green, which he did, 
even down to a lemembiance from 
old Dr. Craig M. M., whoisa char 
aoler at the College that will be 
remembered by every student who 
ever went there. Mr. Litohfleld, 
then having been accused of being 
the one who first gave the deaf a 
chance In a Goodyear, denied the 
honor, saying that it was Bill Ste- 
phens who flr-ft a Silent worker a 
real chance. Mr Litchfield gave 
many compliments on the workman- 
ship (if the deaf, and expressed him- 
self as being very mnch pleased 
with the deaf as a class, and stating 
I hat there was no more loyal body 
of workmen in the entire plant than 
the Silent Clan. He stated that 
there were many deaf men In the 
factory but too few Silent girls, and 
gave Miss N. Gilllsplw, the " Little 
Mother of the Deaf," the responsi- 
lillities of seeming places for more 
deaf girls to work In the general 
ofBoe and elsewhere. 

Bill Utephens then said that his 
name had never been put on the roll 
of public speakeiB, therefore he was 
not one. But according to Qrover 



Farqnhar the men who made up 
the list of pul)llo speakers made a 
bad break when they left oul Mr. 
Stephens' name. Mr. Stepliens 
then told of his experience with the 
deaf when they first came to him 
for work, and told of Park Meyers, 
Goodyear's oldest Silent worker, 
and the hard limes he encountered 
when first hired in. Myeia was 
first put to work in the tire finish- 
ing room, but the woi k proved to 
be too heavy for him, so he asked 
Stephens to transfer him. " As 
Stephens pnts it, he had some job 
getting the Manager of the Ship 
ping Department to accept Myets" 
The man in question wanted to 
know why he, Stephens, wanted to 
pick on him that way, by 
thrusting a man on him l<e could 
not use. But Stephens placed Myers 
in the Shipping Department and 
promised to find another place for 
him later. About two seconds 
after, he send a note to the Manager 
of the Shipping Department, 
requesting Myers to bo transferred. 
Three weeks later he found said 
Manager, standing in his olHce 
door with a dejected bok on his 
features, and wanting to know why 
in hades Stephens wanted to take 
away his liesi man for. Myers' 
case has l)een repealed over time 
again since then, and at present the 
Silent men are working in every 
department of the factory, from the 
oflBces down to the pit, where the 
dangerous and dirty work is done, 
and t-o date not one serious accident 
has happened to a single Silent 
worker. Mr. Keith of the Techni- 
cal Service then spoke a few words, 
praising the work of Fred Moore, 
who is in his department. Prof. 
Pope then gave a talk on his experi 
ences with the deaf, and told of the 
work in the New Jeisey School aud 
of the "Silent Worker," the inter 
national magazine of the deaf. He 
said that hereafter he would devote 
one page to Akron news, and that 
his paper has correspondents all 
over the world Mr. Bythe then 
talked on handicaps and Apprecia- 
tion. To him he said that to be deaf 
did not seem to be a handicap but 
was a gift, if he judged l»y success of 
the deaf all over the country. Dr. 
Hall closed tiie speeches with a final 
talk on the woik at College, and the 
banquet broke up oil loo soon to 
suit most of those present.

There are some 
cpses where it don't seem to count 
for much, but in a majority of cases 
it does, and greatly too. 

A stroll around the school grounds 
on Asylum Street, these days is in 
many ways interesting. The old 
main building Is gone. Back near 



fice building. Two steam shovels 
and several auto dirt trucks are 
busy excavating a great long 
rectangular hole In the grouud, an 
evidence that the new Insurance 
office building is going to be a very 
large structure. A row of trees in 
front of where the old main build- 
ing stood has been cut down, as the 
new office bailding will stand some 
twenty feet nearer Asylum Street 
than the old school building. But 
the high bank of land and 
two rows of the trees along the 
Asylum Street front will apparently 
be left as they are.

Another report is that in 
due time this old reservoir will be 
cleared away, a very big job indeed, 
aud the land sold for building lots. 
Cogswell Hall, the gymnasium 
building, and what was formerly 
the old wooden laundry building, 
with additions and alterations, are 
in use for dormitories and recita- 
tion rooms. The pupils watch with 
interest the construction work 
going on in their midst. Every 
thing seems to be comfortable and 
decent as a tem{>orary arrangement 
for a J ear or two. The Principal 
and the the teachers are alert to 
better accommodations and to im- 
prove them in any ways possible. 
No work at West Ilartford has yet 
begun.

' ' One very remarkable thing about 
Colonel Roosevelt while he was Presi- 
dent was his intimate knowledge of 
the entire machinery of the govern- 
ment and the character of the per- 
sonnel, whether of his own appoint- 
ments or from pervious occupancy," 
says an admirer of the former Presi- 
dent who served under him as an 
official at Porto Rico. 

' ' On one occasion I had a very 
important matter regarding the audit 
oC the customs receipts to arrange 
between the insular government and 
the govenment of the United States. 
At that time Porto Rico was not 
under any one department of the gov- 
ernment, but each insular oflicial re- 
ported directly to the Cabinet officer 
whose department his work fell un- 
der. As I was entirely ignorant of 
the procedure of the Federal Govern- 
ment at that time, and having no 
head of a department directly in- 
terested, I went immediately to 
Mr. Roosevelt for his advice how 
to proceed. 



The master mechanic bad finish- 
ed showing me through the great 
car works, where hundreds of men 
were at work. It was a great rail- 
road plant at the end of a division 
of one of our greatest railroads. It 
had l)een an inspiring hour for me. 
The order, the power tha» I had 
seen displayed, the splendid system 
with which everything was manag- 
ed, the well-walks, the rush and 
push and bustle of it all, filled me 
with admitatiou for the General 
who was the one man under whose 
charge all great activities were being 
oanied on so admirably. He had 
oversighted of all. Every man In 
the employ of that division was un- 
der him. Every train that went out 
or came in, every pound of coal 
that was used, every gill of oil, 
every can ot paint, every bolt, every 
particle of repair t-o cat or roadbed 
were all under this man's super- 
vision, in one way 01 another, 
though, of course, he had bis lieu- 
tenants to look after the details. 

After we had gone through the 
great shops and were chatting in 
the plain but well-appointed offloe, 
I said to him : " How did you get 
this position f* I was interested to 
know, for he had told me that he 
had begun work in this great shop 
as a laborer at a dollar and a 
half a day. 

As I saw the vast amount of 
ability which must have l>eeu de- 
veloped in order that he might do 
what was now being done, I was 
interested to know by what prooeaa 
lie had olimlted up the ladder of 
responsibility and success. So I 
asked how it came about that he 
had managed to climb so high. 
Turning to me, he simply replied — 
Hud I shall never forget that an- 
swer: " I have reached my pre- 
sent position by doing what I was 
loid " 

That was all he said, but this 
simple reply, spoken most naturally 
and quietly, tells volumes, and is 
one of the choicest secrets of suc- 
cess known to the business world. 
Almost all of those who employ 
la>>or tell me that one thing that 
Ihey find most difficult to secure ia 
a man who will do exactly what he 
is told, and do it thoroughly and 
patiently. No one who is a mau 
wants an employee who ia a mere 
machine, but there is no activity in 
the world which does not need thos* 
who ate willing to obey orders. 
The l)oy who enters the employ of 
any business house, determined to 
do the very best that can be done, 
the things that he is told, and who 
is always found in his place doing 
this, will be certain before long to 
be requested to do something bettei 
and more Important — The Paptr 
Visitor.

Not a moment's lime taicen out of 
school work, but thst time used for 
recreation or play is devoted to this 
training. Superinientlent Bjorlee 
told ye scribe that it requires eleveu 
to fifteen boys to play football or 
baseball, while military system re- 
quires the whole crowd. It is not 
only a physical exercise which de- 
velops a strong body and improves 
a boy's carriage, general bearing 
and peisonal appearance, but alao 
a mental training for alertness, re- 
spect for and obedience lo others. 
That means so much for the dis- 
cipline of the school

dent Bjorlee, leader, about fifteen 
girls and buys stood around a large 
piano in the parlor, each child 
placed a hand on thai piano and 
sang several selections, sinoriK 
which were Amerioa, Star Spangled 
Banner, Smile, Smile, Smile, and 
others'.

The Every Name Campaign of the 
Protestant EpiHCopal Chnrcli liaN 
been meeting with more Bucoesn than 
its most optimistio napporters dared 
to predict. In every dioceHeand 
misaionary distrior throughout the 
United States enoouraKing reports 
pour in from clergy and laity, and 
the daily press and church papers 
are showing a keen interest in the 
outcome of the onnipnign. As early 
as last spring plans were made for 
an extensive survey ofthe reHouroes 
of the Chnroh. The results of the snr 
vey have been tabulated and, was one 
reason for the conUduuue and en- 
thusiasm of those entrusted with the 
conduct of the Campaign. Hitherto 
there has been only a dim perception 
of the strength of this Church. Now 
that there is a fullei reaiizatiuri of 
its resources, there has uome an 
awakening and a determination to 
translate these resourt'esof men and 
material into terms of activity.

November 23, 1919.— They 
came, they played, they conquered 
not, did the Akion seconds, the O. 
S. S. D.'s. About a hundred of their 
rooters accompanied them down to 
cheer them in their struggle, but it 
availed nothing. Even though the 
players put up a stiff battle, their 
opponents fought the harder and 
came out of the fray 14 to 2. None 
of the flist team men played in the 
game. This was done to keep the 
men in proper condition for next 
day's battle with the Chippewas. 

In the evening, under the auspices 
of the Advance and Ladies' Aid 
Societies, the visitors were tendered 
a reception in the girls' playroom 
as an appreciation of the Arkonites 
fiequent responses to aid when 
calls went out by the Societies to 
help the Home The occasion prov- 
ed a most pleasant one to the visi- 
tors and I hey were loud in their 
praises of the treatment received. 
It was a sort of progressive con- 
veisation, or getting acquainted, and 
when the reporter entered the room, 
there were two double lines extend- 
ing around the length of the room. 
Tho conversation was kept up for 
some time, and then there cAme a 
nrertk-up and groups were formed 
and conversation kept up. Mean- 
while members of the societies serv- 
ed the visitors with icecream, 
cake and coffee, after which Presi- 
dent Showalter of the Advance 
Society introduced Mr. A. D. 
Martin, who spoke of the pleasure 
he and his associates had experi- 
enced during the evening and 
thanked the societies for this mani- 
festation of goodwill toward them. 
Referring to tlvp deaf workeis in 
the Goodyear Company, he had 
nothing but praise for them, and to 
the Ohio School he gave the palm 
for the success the deaf are having 
with the Company. The Company 
began first employing a few from 
this school, anct finding they made 
good extended their calls to other 
States, with the result that now 
about five hundred are employed in 
the plant from all over the country. 
And the Company is willing to em- 
ploy more provided they-meet re- 
quiiements, and will pay them good 
wages. 

Ho also leferred to the Home 
of the Deaf, saying It was a ohaiily 
woithy of support, and he would 
see that it was fostered by the 
Akionltes. 

Mr. James Trainer, of Boston, but 
now with the Goodyear Company, 
nrged every one to give freely to 
the Home. 

He had been up there that morn- 
ing and was astonished at the 
place. It was truly a home for the 
people th^re. He had imauiued 
that it was merely an ordinary poor 
house, but great was his surprise 
when he saw the fine building with 
its comfortable and well furnished 
rooms, the large farm and stock 
from which to provide for the 
wants of the people under cate, 
the beautiful location, all these 
appealed to him, and should to 
them, and he hoped no one would 
slacken in Its support. 

Dr. Patterson then related how 
the Home project came info being. 
Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet at one 
of the Ohio reunions in the seven- 
ties, spoke of raising a fund to 
estaldish a National Home for the 
Deaf, and asked for subscriptions 
to that end. Ohio responded with 
a contribution of $400. Later Dr. 
Gallandet thought it was not feasi 
ble to establish such a Home, and 
as a result the New York Home 
came into e.xiHtenco. 

Later the Ohio Alumni decided 
to have a Home of its own, and to 
that purpose subscriptions were 
made and a committee appointed 
to secure a place. 

The properly of the Central Col- 
lege undei the Presbyterian deno 
minatinn, consisting of two large 
brick buildings, 000 erected in 1842, 
and about 100 acres of land, was of- 
fered for sale and bought for $3000 
in cash. Later five additional acres 
were addeil and paid for in cash — 
$2000, we think. Still later 70 acres 
weie bought and a new barn added, 
besides other ini[)i'ovements made 
from time to time, and there is not 
one cent of debt upon the place 
The Home is a inonuinent of the 
«enerous spirit of the Alumni and 
its friends. Mr. Charles said no 
one need fear that the Home in time 
income with fail, for it.s support is 
ample, being sustained each in part 
by the products of the farm, by the 
per capita of counties from which 
people are taken from their infir- 
maries from pay, and l>y those who 
can pay for their keeping. Money 
rnlsed is iise<l only for improve- 
ments needed.

On Saturday evening, November 
15th, the Philadelphia Local 
Branch of the Pennsylvania Society 
for the A<lvancemeul of the Deaf 
held its regular monthly meeting at 
All Souls' Parish Hall with a very 
good attendance. Dr. A. L. E. 
Crouter was scheduled to give a 
talk" or lecture, and as usual he 
was a good drawing oard. On this 
occasion, however. Dr. Crouter 
brought with him Mr. George Bate 
man. Principal of the Halifax Insti- 
tution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
who is visiting the Mt. Airy Iiisti 
tutioii to study Ainerloau methods 
of eductating the deaf, and make 
observations that will he useful to 
improve his school, and after a 
brl?f iutrodnetory talk, requested 
him to give the story of the great 
disaster which occurred in the 
harbor of Halifax t>arly in the 
winter of 1917. Mr. Bateman, not 
being able to use American signs, 
si>oke orally, wbile Dr. Crouter in- 
terpretetl in signs. He proved to 
bean easy talker and excellent en- 
tertainer. After expressing his 
great admiration for All Souls' 
Church, whidi had surprised him so 
much, he said he was pleased to 
meet so many adult deaf and to talk 
to them, and likened himself to the 
principals in a fish story, he l)eing 
the fish and Dr. Crouter the fish 
errnan. This cairsed laughter and 
applause. Dr. Crouter himself en 
joying the gentle hit made at him. 
Then, for about an hour, he told of 
the appalling disaster, how it affect 
ed his Institnlion and the pupils 
and teachers, who were not very far 
from the scene of the explosion, 
and added a number of graphic 
tales of both mysterious and humor- 
ous happenings in connection with 
the disaster. The account he gave 
was the first information we had of 
how the deaf fared in the disaster, 
and it was so full of thrill and in- 
terest that rapt attention was paid 
l)y the audience throughout the 
narration. We have no doubt that 
it would also prove interesting read- 
ing to the readers of the Journal if 
it were pat down in writing by one 
who passed thiough the sensation 
and witnessed its effects, as did Mr. 
Bateman, even at this late day. 

The audience gave Mr. Battman 
a rising vote of thanks at the con- 
clusion and, after it, he remained a 
short time to meet the deaf per.HQU- 
ally.

Dear Friend :- Through kind interest of 
Bishop Garland and the {{cuerous aid of a 
layman, the house and lot adjoining All 
Souls' Church on the north side is to be 
acquired and usc«l for a rectory. The lot 
has a frontage of almut thirty-eight feet 
and is as deep as the church lot, which 
makes it a ttlott desirable addition to the 
church property ; and, surely, we ought 
to be very glad and thankful to get it. 

When our Pastor is able to live so near 
the Church, instead of several squares away 
as now, it will be a great conyenieocc for 
both him and his parishioners, and it will 
also make it possible for him to give the 
Church more personal care and to use it 
more in little ways or when sudden calls 
come. 

Friends often tell us that we have a very 
fine and large church building and a most 
convenient parish-house, and now we are 
about to have a rectory alao. God has in- 
deed blessed us very greatly as a community 
of deaf people. None of us dreamed that 
a rectory could be procured so soon, so it is 
not only a ^surprise to get one, but a great 
new bleaaing ior which We should feel de- 
voutly grateful to God who put it in the 
hearts of his servants to speeil the day for 
satisfying a wish that had appeared to mosl 
of tia so remote of success. How can we 
beat show our appreciation and gratitude 
to all our kind hearing friends for their 
continued interest in tu? Oneway, and 
perhaps tbe one our friends most expect of 



us, is that we work together diligently and 
continually to make All Souls' Chnrch a 
truly good center for religious and social 
work among the deaf, l^et us gladly try 
to do this and more, if possiUe. 

Now, the house that is to 6e bought for 
us is not a new one, and it is a\so rather 
small. It needs considerable repairs, im- 
provements and additions to make it suit- 
able for a rectory and convenient and com- 
fortable for the Pastor and his family to 
live in, and for this purpose a fund of from 
|i,ooo to f 1, 500 must be raised. Who will 
raise it ? Let it not be said that the deaf 
have done nothing in return for this valu- 
able gift to All Souls' Parish ; but, on the 
contrary, to show our thankfulness, let the 
gift stir us up to work hard to provide all 
or most of the money needed for repairs 
and changes to the rectory. The time is 
short to raise so much money among our 
own [>eople, but still we may be able to 
raise more than we know now, if we only 
try, and in spite of many other appeals. 

The Pastor has appointed the undersign- 
ed persons to serve as a committee to soli- 
cit cash contributions for the above purpose, 
and the fund is to be knoWn as All Souls' 
RECTORY REPAIR FUND. While it is 
our proud aim to give the deaf the first op- 
portunity to subscribe to it, we shall, of 
course, also be glad an<l thankful to receive 
such aid from their friends as they may be 
willine to give. Contributious will be re- 
ceived at once by any member of the Com- 
mittee. Those who wish to give a larger 
sum than tUey can spare ul one time, may 
pledge any amount and pay it off in week- 
ly or monthly instalments.

BAVK TOD msms TOtJB RAT 7 

Unele Sam estimatefl that there 
at least one rat for every person in 
the United StMtea. He also adds 
that this estimate is considered 
oonserTative, bat that it coincides 
▼eiy closely with estimates made of 
the rat popalation in other coantriee 
of the world. 

There can be little doubt bat 
that there are more rats than there 
are hamaa beings in Chicago. And 
these same rats, it has been eetimat 
ed, cost the people of Chicago at 
least one-half cent per rat per day 
for maintenance. This means that 
it costs money to feed rats, not 
alone in what they aotaaliy eat bat 
in foodstaffs that they destroy. 

In Great Britain aratistioians have 
IlKBred that it costs the people $1.80 
per rat. Denmark figures the ap- 
keep expense at $1.$0 per rat, while 
economical Prance eeti mates the 
oont to the people of that eoantry at 
tl.OO per rodent per year. If these 
may t>e considered as oonserTatiTe 
estimates and apply them to this 
oountry, they woaid approximote 
one- half cent a day per rat and 
amoont to $180,000,000 a year the 
people of this oonntry are paying 
for the support of their rat popala- 
tion. It - hould be noted, too, that 
these estimates do not inelade the 
damage andjdepredation caased by 
mioe. 

The atmve figures may be aooept- 
ed as t>eing approximately correct 
and serve to show at a Kiauoe the 
terrific eooonomic loss due to rats, 
saying nothing of the fact that they 
are a oonstant menace to public 
health. 

The U. 8. Public Health Service 
han Iteeo making a very careful 
study of the rat, and as a result of 
such htodies is now oat in a warning 
to the country that necessary mea- 
sures sbonid t>e taken to destroy 
them. There are three kinds of 
rats in thin country included in the 
survey made by the statisticians, 
the Norway or brown rat, the blitok 
rat, and the Alex<tndrian rat. The 
Norway rat i)eiag larger, more 
feroeioas and antagonistic than the 
others, has pretty generally killed 
them off, and today the black and 
Alezandrran rats are seldom foand 
in seaport towns. None of these 
rats named is native to the United 
States, but ail are ImporUtions 
fron others lands. 

The Norway rat, wbieh is now 
most in evidenee, is a burrower, 
usually lives in excavations and is 
very destmoiive. He has been 
known to eat his way through a 
mild brick wall, a pieoe of slate or 
lead pipe. He is cunning and 
resourceful ; can swim long distances 
aod climb ropes or trees. He is 
also omniveroDS, eating almost any- 
thing, while the blaok rat in more 
select and prefers grain or clean 
food. 

Because of their nocturnal habits 
rat depredations are frequently 
pasaed unotieed. Here are a few 
examples showing their destmetive 
ability. Reoently in a ship landing 
at an Amerioan port from Brazil 
with 40,000 bags of coffee, it was 
found that 30,000 bags had been so 
badly damages as to require re-sack- 
ing. The ooet r>f this was over 
$3,000.00, exclusive of tbe loss of 
coffee and tbe damage adjusted 
with tbe shippers. Afterwards it 
was found that about 200 rats on 
board this ship bad eauaed tbe 
daoMfe. An Iowa farmer dorinf 
a leeent winter lost 500 bushels of 
oorni one-fourth of bis entire crop. 
And so it goes, throughout the 
country there is frightful economic 
lose due solely to rodentsand the 
public's indifferenee •• to the 
importance of taking newares for 
their deatmotion.
